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Plea from mum 
of suicide victim

THE mother of a young man who 
committed suicide due to a combination 
of debt problems and student worries is 
this week urging those facing similar 
crises to seek help. 

An inquest heard that Toby Thorn, 23, a 
student at Anglia Ruskin University (ARU) 
in Cambridge, took his own life on July 10 
this year - something which came as a 
“huge shock” to his family and friends. 

His body was 
found by a dog 
walker lying in a 
field off Lynn 
Road, Ely. 

The “articulate 
and friendly” 
student was a 
lodger at his 
friend Graham

Mr Thorn’s mum, Anne Thorn, is urging people 
who have suicidal thoughts to talk about their 
problems instead of trying to deal with them alone. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, she said: “I don’t 
want Toby’s death to be in vain. 

“Toby was an extremely intelligent young man. 
He was articulate and friendly. His death was a 
huge shock to us all - it came completely out of the 
blue. Neither myself nor any of his friends had any

idea that he was considering taking his own 
life.” 

An inquest into Mr Thorn’s death was held 
last Friday, when coroner William Morris 
recorded a verdict that he killed himself. 

The inquest heard how Mr Thorn had 
dropped out of studying computing at ARU 
last summer before going back in the 
September. 

He then dropped out completely but 
never told his friends. He eventually told his 
mother, who gave him the option of moving 
to their home in Cornwall, but Mr Thorn 
continued living with Mr Henderson. 

Speaking at the inquest, Mr Henderson 
said: “Toby was an extremely funny and 
carefree person. We were very close friends. 

“He was always in good spirits and there 
was never anything that made me worry that 
he was considering taking his own life.” 

The inquest also heard how Mr Thorn was 
in £3,000 of debt. 

Next to Mr Thorn’s body, police found a 
suitcase and a notebook. Letters and bank 
statements were inside the suitcase. There 
was also a half-litre bottle of vodka, of which 
there was a third left. 

Inside the notebook, Mr Thorn had 
written: “Thank you for the last interactions 
guys. I appreciate it from everyone, 
including the trolls.” 

Police also discovered that Mr Thorn had 
taken photographs of all the items found 
beside his body, suggesting that he had 
planned it. 

Mrs Thorn said: “I would urge anyone out 
there, especially students, who are having 
suicidal thoughts to seek counselling or 
speak to someone. There is help available.” 

Elaine Brown, Toby’s tutor at ARU, 
described him as “friendly and well-liked”.

Begging ban for 
petrol fraudster 


A MAN who lied about 
needing to take his wife 
to hospital to con 
money from strangers 
on their doorsteps has 
been given an anti¬ 
social behaviour order 
(ASBO). 

The man has been 
banned from begging 
or conning people into 
handing over money 
after police successfuly 
secured the ASBO. 

Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court imposed 
the order on Paul Green 
last Monday to run for 
two years. 

Green, 34, of Baker’s 
Corner, Ely, is banned 
from “approaching any 
person, known or 
unknown, to beg or 
make false represen¬ 
tation to obtain money 
or goods”. 

He pleaded guilty to 
one count of fraud by 
false representation, 
with a further 26 
offences of fraud taken 
into consideration. 

Green was also 
sentenced to four 
weeks’ jail, suspended 
for 12 months, and a 
supervision order. 

Brian Tully, anti¬ 
social behaviour co¬ 
ordinator for East 
Cambridgeshire, said: 
“This is the result of a

lot of hard work. 

“Green would knock 
on doors, mainly in Ely, 
but in other places in 
Cambridgeshire too, 
and say his wife was ill 
and he needed to take 
her to hospital but had 
run out of petrol and 
money. He would then 
ask to borrow some 
money. 

“It is very important 
that residents help us to 
enforce this order by 
informing us about any 
breaches. 

“I hope it sends out a 
strong, clear message 
that we will not tolerate 
anti-social behaviour.” 

Anyone who sees 
Green breaching the 
order should call police 
on 101 or Crime- 
stoppers, anonymously, 
on 0800 555 111. 
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Coroner blasts care 
home’s ‘gross failure’ 


AN elderly woman with 
horrific bedsores who 
was not turned by care 
home staff for more 
than a week did not die 
as a result of neglect, a 
coroner has ruled. 

However, coroner David 
Osborne insists there was a 
“gross failure” by staff at the 
Old Vicarage residential home 
in Littleport to provide frail 
pensioner Ana Dunmore with 
basic medical care. 

A three-day inquest into Mrs 
Dunmore’s death was held last 
week and Mr Osborn con¬ 
cluded that Mrs Dunmore did 
not die as a result of neglect. 

However, he also concluded 
that she did not die simply of 
natural causes, and a narrative 
verdict was recorded. 

Mrs Dunmore, 74, was living 
at the Old Vicarage when staff 
failed to turn her for nine days.

District nurses were called 
there on November 14, 2009 
after carers noticed bedsores 
on Mrs Dunmore’s buttocks, 
ankles and heels. 

The inquest heard how staff 
were told by nurses to order a 
special air mattress and to 
turn Mrs Dunmore at least 
every two hours. 

But a chart filled out by staff 
showed that she was turned 
just four times between 
November 14 and November 
17 - and then not at all 
between June 18 and 27. 

Under the instruction of 
nurses, Mrs Dunmore, who 
had been at the home since 
March 2008, was moved to 
Holmwood House Nursing 
Home in Swaffham, Norfolk, 
on November 19 for emer¬ 


gency care. 

She later died there of 
pneumonia, dementia and 
pressure sores on July 10, 2009. 

Bosses at the Old Vicarage 
insisted nurses told their staff 
told to order an air mattress 
and that Mrs Dunmore would 
not need to be turned - but 
nurses said they would never 
have given such instructions. 

On Wednesday, Mr Osborne 
described the carers’ evidence 
as “unreliable”. 

He said it was clear that 
there was a “gross failure” by 
carers at the Old Vicarage to 
provide Mrs Dunmore with 
basic medical care in relation 
to the lack of turning. 

But he said he would not 
write a formal report to the 
care home as its owner, 
Michael Paling, had taken 
steps to improve procedures 
since her death. 

Speaking after the inquest, 


Mrs Dunmore’s daughter, 
Begonia Hammond, from 
Downham Market, said: “We 
are disappointed. 

“We believe mum was 
neglected at the Old Vicarage 
and we would have liked that 
to have been the verdict. 

“We are not currently 
considering taking further 
action against the home.” 

In a statement, Mr Paling 
said: “Everyone was deeply 
saddened to learn of Mrs 
Dunmore’s death in 2009. 

“We accept the findings of 
Her Majesty’s coroner and can 
confirm that we have already 
implemented a range of 
measures to improve record¬ 
keeping at the home. 

“The Old Vicarage has a 
good reputation for care 
amongst our residents, their 
families and loved ones. Our 
thoughts remain with Ana’s 
family at this difficult time.”

Mums hit out at 
Tesco facilities 


A GROUP of fed-up mums 
from Ely are pushing a 
supermarket giant to 
improve its facilities. 

Nicky Evans, 35, from Stour 
Green, in Ely, has gained support 
from a large group of mums after 
she posted a complaint letter to 
Tesco in Ely, on a Facebook page 
called Ely Netmums. 

She and many other mums who 
have posted on the site, is fed up 
with the facilities they say make 
shopping with children in the 
store difficult. 

They say the trolleys available 
are “filthy” and “rusty” and other 
areas of concern include parking, 
a sloping pathway that leads to the 
store, a lack of trolleys for parents 
with multiple children. 

The letter also states that the 
clips that strap the children into

the trolley are often broken and 
the brakes do not work. 

Nicky, who has a 2-year-old and 
11-week-old, said: “These things 
make life hell on a Thursday 
morning when I do my shopping. 

“I noticed a huge number of 
people on Facebook were ranting 
about the same problems so I 
thought we should channel our 
complaints into a formal letter.” 

The suggestions the women 
have put forward for improvement 
include policing the car park, 
having clearer signs that state that 
parking in the parent/child area 
without a child under five will be 
fined (or something to that effect), 
revamped or new multiple child 
trolleys, and more of them, and 


levelling the sloping pathway. 

Nicky added: “It is in Tesco’s 
interest to listen to us as more 
than 85 people so far have signed a 
petition, and with Sainsbury’s on 
its way they are going to lose a lot 
of business.” 

Having received the letter, a 
Tesco spokeswoman said: “We 
always seek to welcome people 
shopping with small children to 
our store and we are taking action 
to address these customers’ 
concerns. 

“A fleet of new trolleys are 
coming into store including ones 
with child seats which will be sited 
next to the parent/child parking 
bays. 

“While we do patrol the car park 
and our security guards do 
reproach people who abuse 
spaces, we are reliant on cus¬ 
tomers being courteous.”

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Plan unveiled 
for 800 new 
city homes 

A PLANNING application has 
been submitted to the district 
council for about 800 new homes 
in Ely. 

Plans for the first phase of the 
new development at Highflyer 
Farm, on the north east edge of 
the city, have now been handed 
to the authority. 

The original plans, unveiled in 
lanuary, included 500 homes. But 
after a public exhibition, this has 
been changed to about 800. 

Other points raised at the 
exhibition included the desire for 
a food store and other com¬ 
munity facilities in the area and 
the need for another access point 
off Lynn Road to reduce the 
impact of traffic on neighbouring 
residential streets. 

The plans now state that the 
development will also consist of a 
new neighbourhood centre, 
restaurant, community hall, food 
store, sports pitch, a site for a 
potential primary school and an 
allotment site. 

The plans also include a road 
linking Lynn Road to the recently 
built roundabout at Thistle 
Corner. 

Residents will be given a final 
opportunity to view the 
development plans at a public 
exhibition on Saturday from 
11am to 3pm at St Mary’s funior 
School in High Barns.

ELY’S city council wants 
to take over the man¬ 
agement of a much- 
criticised community 
hubs, the Weekly News 
can reveal. 

The authority is in talks with 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) about 
running The Maltings in 
Waterside. 

Last month, ECDC bosses 
announced they had decided 
to set up a cross-party body to 
review the management of the 
venue. 

In recent months, the venue 
has been at the centre of 
controversy. 

Although it was claimed the 
120-seat restaurant would be 
open from 10am-9.30pm 
daily, it rarely is. And now the 
venue is closed for the 
autumn and winter, other 
than for one-off events. 

Residents insist it should be 
open to the public for longer 
and should offer more services 
- and so does Ely’s mayor, Cllr 
lohn Yates. 

Cllr Yates said: “It’s fair to 
say The Maltings is currently

closed more than it’s open and 
that’s not how it should be. 

“It’s an excellent community 
facility in one of Ely’s most 
popular areas and so much 
more could be made of it. 

“Ideally the city council 
would love to take it over and 
make great changes there, 
which have been discussing 
with the district council.” 

ECDC is now reviewing its 
contract with Leiths, who are 
currently managing the 
premises, to “ensure it con¬ 
tinues to meet the needs of 
the district”. 

The contract with Leiths is 
due to be reviewed in lanuary 
2013, although ECDC wants to 
start the process now. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the council’s 
community and environment 
sub-committee, said: “We will 
be working closely with all 
interested parties over the 
next few months to ensure 
The Maltings remains a 
building and a facility we can 
all be proud of.”

Public is right to 
be wary of us 

Sir, many people will know my 
stance on parking charges and will be 
aware that I was one of the leaders of 
the campaign against parking 
charges four years ago. I feel it is time 
to speak up for myself and some 
other Conservative councillors, 
especially in the light of a decision by 
the strategic policy and resources 
committee last Thursday. 

The public should know that Ely 
Conservative councillors have 
remained opposed to parking 
charges and have been supported by 
some of the councillors representing 
the nearby villages, and others. It is 
unfortunate that our numbers have 
not been sufficient to prevent 
charges, against those representing 
other areas across the district. 

I had felt that a scheme had been 
devised that went some way to 
address the problems parking 
charges create. The proposed scheme 
had been devised by some 
councillors to support ‘no charges’ 
and it meant to me that residents of 
the area could move around Ely for a 
palatable £20 per year, including 
workers. The excising workers’ 
permits giving early morning access 
would remain at £45 instead of 
something like £200-£450 vaguely 
mooted under the other proposed 
more usual scheme, and parking for 
visitors would be £1 per day, which I 
considered just about bearable 
compared to the previously proposed 
£3.50-£4.50 per day - the best of a 
bad job. To address the public’s 
viewpoint that “once charges are in 
they will only increase”, a three-year 
guarantee on these prices had been 
built into the scheme allowing the 
public to use this issue as an election 
promise next term. 

Last week, however, these terms were 
revised through different committees 
which removed the three-year 
guarantee and allowed the £1 to 
expand as far as £5 per day on long 
stay car parks. Sadly, this cannot be 
laid at the feet of the opposition 
party, who actually took the chance 
to abstain, but at die feet of some 
Conservative councillors who chose 
to influence others and go against 
the agreed scheme. It is important to 
the integrity of the council and 
Conservative Party that clear 
decisions are made and backed by 
full commitment. 

The public is obviously right to be 
wary of councillors and their 
promises. The price has potentially 
gone up even before the scheme 
comes in, not after, despite the 
promises our spokesman was asked 
to replay to the public and despite 
the requirement to cover the cost of 
car park provision of £217,000 having 
being met by the projection. 

I know my public account will not 
make me popular with some 
colleagues but my priority is to my 
personal integrity and in

This is just a 
revenue-raiser 

Sir, I have been following the car 
parking issues with interest and it is 
quite clear that the Conservative 
group will introduce car parking 
charges as a long-term money-raiser; 
their arguments do not stand up to 
serious examination. Ever since the 
window tax, politicians have always 
been looking at new ways to tax 
people. More recently it’s been 
carbon plus global warming equals 
much more taxation. 

The consultation document outlines 
charges but where is the information 
about the cost to set up and run the 
scheme? Are our councillors holding 


this information back or have they 
not considered practical details? Will 
the scheme be run to cover costs or 
to generate a profit from motorists? 
We can all guess the answer to the 
last question! 

Councillor Hunt’s comments (‘We 
have a duty to whole district’ Weekly 
News letters, November 10) in favour 
of charges do not stand up to serious 
examination. 

Given that the length of stay in car 
parks is not being altered, there is 
unlikely to be an increase in the 
turnover of cars but the charge could 
deter some motorists and leave more 
empty spaces. 

The biggest problem to traders in Ely 
is likely to be motorists avoiding Ely 
centre caused by increased 
congestion with the opening of 
Sainsbury’s and the introduction of 
more on-street parking bays. Those 
on Broad Street already make it 
difficult for vehicles other than cars 
to pass and cause significant 
congestion. 

The comment Mr Hunt made about 
people outside Ely not paying for a 
facility they never need or use seems 
to establish a new principle for 
council tax payments. For example, 
if I don’t need or use the library, 
schools, buses, the proposed Ely 
bypass, etc then based on his new 
principle my bill should be reduced! 
Does he really mean this? 
Additionally, in terms of car park 
charges, when payments are 
introduced next year, we should all 
see the benefit of a reduction in 
council tax as the Government has 
stated it will be frozen again and we 
will not have to pay for car parks 
through council tax. 

Regarding congestion, I had 
wondered as to whether the 
possibility of Sainsbury’s being 
located on the site of the proposed 
leisure centre and contributing to its 
development costs was considered. 
Such linked developments have 
happened in other places with the 
supermarket contributing to the 
leisure facility costs. This would also 
have enabled Sainsbury’s to have a 
petrol station which would result in 
Tesco lowering prices by around 4p a 
litre and benefit local people as it 
does in other places where there is 
competition. 

Recent announcements over a new 
Tesco leave me wondering if other 
supermarket chains had the 
opportunity to submit their own 
plans to be involved in the new 
bypass scheme and provide some 
competition.

Fears over 
future of 
bus route 


ANGRY residents are 
being assured that a 
busy bus service will not 
be axed when a pilot 
minibus scheme is 
introduced in their 
villages. 

More than 200 people have 
signed a petition urging 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council not to axe the popular 
106 service from Cottenham 
to Ely. 

Sandra Sharp, 63, from 
Haddenham, launched the 
petition after learning that the 
council would be launching a 
community minibus service in 
the Haddenham and 
Wilburton area in January. 

She and other bus users of 
the 106 service, run by Dews, 
fear it will be scrapped when 
the pilot scheme is introduced 
- although transport bosses 
insist that is not the case. 

The pilot scheme was 
suggested by local county 
councillor Bill Hunt, who 
believes it will improve local 
transport facilities. 

Mrs Sharp, of Camping 
Close, said: “I use the 106 
service two or three times per 
week and there are lots of 
people who use it every day to 
get to work. 

“We’re worried that it will be 
removed as soon as this pilot 
minibus scheme is put in 
place. 

“A minibus service is not 
sufficient. How can it cater for 
mothers with push chairs and 


elderly people with walking 
frames? It also cannot 
transport the number of 
people who currently use the 
bus. The majority of us are 
even willing to pay a small 
annual fee to keep the 106 
service in place. We do not 
want to, and cannot afford to 
see it go.” 

The county council insists 
the pilot minibus scheme is 
entirely separate to bus 
services. There is a 
countywide public consult¬ 
ation taking place regarding 
the future of bus services, 
which ends on December 9. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “We would like 
to reassure residents the 106 
service will not be stopped 
when the pilot starts. 

“The future of the 106 
service, which costs the 
council £52,000 a year to run, 
is subject to a countywide 
public consultation which 
runs until December 9 and we 
welcome any comments about 
the service. 

“These franchise pilots are 
designed to create a local 
business and, therefore, new 
jobs and enterprise while 
meeting local transport needs. 

“In terms of Haddenham, 
the pilot service could visit a 
range of destinations and is 
not a direct replacement of the 
106. 

“Councillors will assess the 
effectiveness of the pilot 
scheme before making any 
decisions on its continuance.”

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Skatepark noise 
to be dealt with 


RESIDENTS living near a 
noisy skate park are being 
assured that the issue will 
soon be improved. 

For years, residents living in 
and near the skatepark in St 
John’s Road, Ely, have been 
complaining about the “exces¬ 
sive” noise.

Art Kelleway, of Lansdowne 
Close, which is just off St John’s 
Road, said: “Since its conception 
in 2006 and opening in 2008, we 
have been, and remain to this 
day, subjected to noise levels 
above those recommended. 

“The noise is like a loud 
booming and it really is quite 
unbearable for some people. 

“It’s not fair that people should 
be subjected to this and we need 
the problem sorting. 

“Instead of talking about it, the 
city council needs to actually do 
something.” 

The noise issues have recently 
been discussed again by city 
councillors and Ely’s mayor, John 


Yates, says the authority is now 
“looking at the options”. 

Cllr Yates said: “We understand 
noise issues at the skate park in 
St John’s Road have been in an 
issue for a long time. 

“We are now looking at the 
options we have available. 

“We think the problem lies 
with the skate ramp itself and 
that the damage to it is making 
the noise louder than it should 
be. 

“It may be that we need to 
replace the ramp, but obviously 
that will be costly. 

“We assure residents that the 
noise levels will soon be 
improved but we have to take the 
costs into account and see what 
can be done to solve the problem 
in the long term.”

Rural drivers hit hard 
by fuel price increases

THE soaring cost of driving 
to work for people living in 
East Cambridgeshire has 
been revealed. 

The survey by the Countryside 
Alliance shows fuel bills have risen 
steadily for motorists in the district 
since January 

In East Cambridgeshire, where 
residents drive an average of 444.66 
miles to work every month, the 
monthly petrol bill for those 
journeys was £69.75 in January. By 
this month, it had risen to £75.08, a 
rise of £5.33. 

The fuel figures have been worked 
out using census data showing what 
the average drive-to-work distance is 
in each local authority area in 
England and Wales. 



Transport: drivers in East Cambridgeshire 
are paying £5.33 more than in January. 


Experts from the Countryside 
Alliance, which campaigns on rural 
issues, have then factored in the fuel 
consumption of an average car - a 
Ford Mondeo - together with 
Department of Energy statistics on 
the pump price of a litre of petrol. 

Figures for the nearby rural dis¬ 
tricts of Cambridgeshire, Hertford¬ 
shire, Suffolk and Essex are all 
included. 

Car owners in South Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, who average 395.06 
miles, have seen monthly costs rise 
from £61.97 to £66.71 in the same 
period, up £4.74. 

In Huntingdonshire, where the 
average drive is 463.02 miles, it is up 
from £72.6 to £78.18, an increase of 
£5.56. 

Uttlesford, which includes Saffron 
Walden, is in the top 10 most 
expensive areas nationwide. The ride 
to work there is 510.63 miles, and the 
bill has gone up from £80.09 to 
£86.22 - an increase of £6.13. 

The average drive-to-work 
distance for England Wales as a 
whole is 399.43 - which sot £62.65 in 
January and is £67.45 now, up £4.80. 

William Burton, Eastern region 
director of the Countryside Alliance, 
said: “When the price of fuel rises, it 
is people living in the countryside - 
where a car is a necessity, not a 
luxury - who suffer the most. 

“The Countryside Alliance is 


calling on the Chancellor to make a 
real difference for people living in 
rural areas and scrap the planned 
rise.” 

Small businesses have also been 
reeling under the mounting price of 
filling up. 

Alex Francis, regional develop¬ 
ment director for the Federation of 
Small Businesses, which has 7,500 
members in Cambridgeshire, 
Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire, 
said: “We believe that the fair fuel 
stabiliser announced in the Budget 
does not go far enough and the sheer 
volatility in price of fuel at the 
pumps means that businesses 
cannot plan overheads properly. 

“Many businesses in our region 
have big transport costs, which are 
being made even more serious by 
the economic situation, and they 
need help.” 

A proposed 3p rise in fuel duty was 
scrapped on Tuesday. 


POLICE have held a special event in 
Ely to help people keep their allot¬ 
ments and garden sheds safe from 
thieves. 

The move follows a recent spate of 
break-ins at allotments and gardens 
in the area. 

Officers visited the allotments at 
High Barns and offered people safety 
advice, as well as marking gardening 
tools. 

In October, criminals also broke 
into sheds at the allotments in 
Stuntney. Although they did not steal 
anything, people’s produce was 
trampled and police are now urging 
gardeners to be on their guard. 

PCSO Matt Chennell said: “Regist¬ 
ering property allows police to 
quickly trace the owner if it is stolen 
and recovered. 

“I would urge allotment owners to 
invest in security devices to help 
deter thieves. 

“Closed shackle padlocks and shed 
alarms can help prevent break-ins, 
and it is also worth property marking 
high-value items.”

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Staffies deserve a 
chance, says mum

A PROUD Staffordshire 
bull terrier owner is 
backing a campaign to 
stamp out the breed's 
negative reputation. 

Sarah Bradshaw, 29, from 
Aldreth, is urging people to 
give Staffies a second chance 
and overcome negative 
perceptions of the breed. 

Miss Bradshaw, who lives 
with her 5-month-old son, 
Thomas, and two Staffies, is 
backing a new campaign led 
by Battersea Dogs and Cats 
Home called ‘Staffies - 
rhey’re softer than you 
think’. 

Animal rescue shelters 
across the UK are all desper¬ 
ately trying to find new 
homes for thousands of 
Staffies, which are over¬ 
looked because some people 
think they are aggressive. 

Last year, Battersea took in 
6,126 stray, unwanted and 
abandoned dogs - of which 
40 per cent were Staffies. 

Miss Bradshaw said: “I 


have grown up with Staffies. 
Now I’m 29 I still have the 
Staffie bug - they are the 
most beautiful dogs. I now 
have a 5-month-old son and 
my dogs adore him. 

“Everyone who meets my 
dogs always comments on 


how lovely and kind they 
are. 

“I would urge everyone to 
reconsider the Staffie and 
give them a second chance.” 

A recent survey of more 
than 2,000 British adults 
commissioned for Battersea 


reveals that as few as 10 per 
cent of people recognise the 
breed’s qualities as a great 
“family pet”. 

The research also shows 
that 18-24-year-olds are 
more likely to describe 
Staffies as guard dogs or 
illegal dogs than family dogs. 

Almost a quarter of people 
based their knowledge of the 
breed on what they have 
seen in news reports. 

Fifteen years ago, there 
were only 580 Staffies and 
Staffie-crosses coming 
through Battersea’s gates. 
That figure has risen by 326 
per cent. 

Ali Taylor, head of canine 
welfare training at Battersea, 
said: “It’s such a shame that 
Staffies have been used as 
status symbols as they are 
not aggressive or dangerous 
by nature. 

“Hopefully we can help 
people understand their 
softer side and realise they 
make great family pets.”

Woman killed 
by shock of 
quitting vodka 


AN alcoholic who 
decided it was time 
to “come off the 
vodka” died just a 
day after going cold 
turkey, an inquest 
heard. 

Sandra Moulton, 63, 
was staying with a friend, 
Kevin O’Donovan, who is 
also an alcoholic, when 
she died. 

An inquest into Mrs 
Moulton’s death was held 
last Friday. It heard that 
she died from sudden 
cardiac arrhythmia due to 
acute alcohol withdrawal. 

Giving evidence, Dr 
Martin Goddard, who 
carried out a post mortem 
examination on Mrs 
Moulton, said: “There are 
a small group of people 
who when they suddenly 
stop drinking alcohol, 
having drunk for many 
years, suffer acute alcohol 
withdrawal symptoms. 

“It sends the heart into 
shock and it suddenly 
stops working, which is

what happened in this 
case. 

“It’s extremely sad that 
having made the decision 
to make a change in her 
life that Mrs Moulton was 
succumbed to this.” 

Mrs Moulton was 
staying with Mr O’Don¬ 
ovan at his home in 
Christopher Tye Close, 
Ely, when she died on July 
2. She was sleeping on a 
mattress in his kitchen 
and just the day before 
she died, told him she 
wanted to quit alcohol, 
which she did. 

Mr O’Donovan said: 
“Sandra came to stay with 
me. She told me she 
wanted to come off the 
vodka. 

“At around midnight on 
July 1 she asked me for a 
cup of tea, which I made 
her. She had the shakes 
and said she wanted to be 
left alone in the dark, 
which I did. 


“The next morning I 
checked her and her face 
was completely white. 
Her mouth was open and 
I could see she wasn’t 
breathing.” 

The inquest heard how 
Mr O’Donovan did not 
phone for emergency 
services until 9.19am - 
hours after he discovered 
she was dead. 

He said: “I’m an 
alcoholic. I can’t remem¬ 
ber everything but I just 
panicked. 

“I went to the shop to 
buy some cans at around 
8am then phoned my 
brother, who told me I 
had to call the police.” 

Mrs Moulton’s family 
said at the inquest: “We 
don’t blame Kevin for a 
thing. When you’re an 
alcoholic you aren’t thin¬ 
king straight much of the 
time and he just pan¬ 
icked. He was Sandra’s 
friend.” 

Coroner William Morris 
recorded a verdict that 
Mrs Moulton died of 
natural causes.

Focus on kitchen 


FIREFIGHTERS were out 
in force to raise 
people’s awareness of 
how dangerous their 
kitchen can be. 

Members of Ely’s fire 
crews visited the Market 
Place to speak to the 
public about the dangers 
of kitchen fires. 

New research 
conducted by 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (CFRS) 
shows that 50 per cent 
of all accidental fires in 
the home start in the 
kitchen. 

Between April 2008 
and April 2011, there 


were 620 kitchen fires in 
Cambridgeshire. During 
this time, one person 
was killed and 23 people 
were injured. 

The most likely times 
of day to have a kitchen 
fire are between 11am 
and 2pm and 4pm and 
9pm. 

Thursdays and 
Sundays are the most 
likely days. 

Andy Tucker, risk 
manager for CFRS said: 
“It’s easy to see why 
you are more likely to 
have a fire in the kitchen 
than any other room in 
your home.

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Relishing a Cowardly act 



T HE backstage dramas of a post-war 
West End production take centre 
stage in Noel Coward’s Star Quality - 
a glittering comedy of talent, tears and 
treachery, starring Golden Globe winner 
Amanda Donohoe. 

Born in London in 1962, Donohoe first 
came to light as the girlfriend of pop icon 
Adam Ant in the 1980s (more of him on the 
next page of The Guide), appearing in 
several of his music videos. By 1986 her 
acting career was taking off, and she was 
cast alongside Oliver Reed in Castaway - 
which was followed by roles in The Lair of 
the White Worm, The Rainbow and Liar, Liar 
with Jim Carrey. On returning to the UK 
after living the glamorous life in Hollywood, 
she joined the cast of Emmerdale from 
2009-10 as the feisty Natasha Wylde. 

On stage, Donohoe recently replaced 
Jerry Hall in the role of Mrs Robinson in 
The Graduate at London’s Gielgud Theatre. 
She has just set out on tour with Star 
Quality, which arrives at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre on Monday. 

So, what is it like to bring theatre’s 
backstage dramas on to the main stage? 

“Great fun!” says Donohoe. “The 
situations in the play are extremes but to 
anyone who has ever set foot back stage 
they are immediately recognisable.” 

How close to the bone is Coward’s 
depiction of backstage West End characters, 
egos and politics? 

“Very! He understood the world of 
theatre so well, having experienced it from 
all sides as an actor, director and writer. Star 
Quality is Coward’s final play and was 
written and set in 1951, when the world of 
theatre was undergoing dramatic change. 

“The writing and style of acting was 
moving from mannered and stylised to more 
naturalistic. The old school were meeting 
the new wave and there was a real struggle

between the two. And the result was some of 
the great wars of words we get to see in the 
play.” 

What can you tell us about your 
character, Lorraine? 

“She is an incredibly strong woman, very 
much a ‘grande dame’ character and a 
woman fighting for survival in a changing 
world. 

“She’s of the old school but she knows 
that for her career to survive she must 
embrace the new style of naturalism. She 
finds that rather hard. She thinks it’s all a bit 
pretentious and arty-farty and finds it hard 
to be dictated to by a younger director who 
doesn’t have the experience she has. She is a 
complete diva and great fun to play!” 

How are you finding theatre work, 
compared to film and TV? 

“Theatre is a very different ball game - it 
feels like a more pure form of acting. It’s 
two hours to just flow and make the 
character your own with no-one editing you 
or your performance. 

“I’ve done pretty much everything there 
is to do in my career but the purest form of 
acting is theatre and that’s why any actor 
worth their salt comes back to theatre at 
some point in their career. 

“And touring has been a bit of a surprise 
- Em used to being in a theatre and getting 
to know it quite well, but on tour each venue 
is completely different, so every Monday 
there are different entrances, set-ups and 
layouts to get your head around. 

“But I’ve gotten into the stride of it now 
and find it very exciting.” 


What have audience reactions been like 
so far? Are you pleased with how the 
show’s going? 

“Very pleased. I think audiences have 
been intrigued to see a Coward that’s 
slightly different to the norm. You still have 
the strong characters and his great wit but 
there’s a serious undertone there. 

“He’s showing us a world, after the war, 
when the world was beginning to change 
quite dramatically. And Lorraine is fighting 
to find her place as an older woman in that 
changing world. The audience really roots 
for her, even though she can be a diva and a 
bit of a nightmare.” 

We love a bit of Noel Coward in 
Cambridge. What do you think makes his 
work so enduring? 

“Coward was a genius, one of the best 
writers for the stage. His writing is so 
precise that you have to have everything 
perfect or it just doesn’t work, you have to 
be word-perfect. And the humour is as fresh 
and funny to today’s audience as it would 
have been to audiences in Coward’s time, 
which is testament to his skill.” 

You lived in LA for 11 years but 
recently returned to England. Is she 
enjoying being back? 

“Yes absolutely! Hollywood is a great 
place when you’re young and all you want to 
do is party, but if you want to live a real life 
and have real life experiences, you better get 
the hell out of there quick or you’ll be lost.”

MARTIN Scorsese swaps the mean 
streets of New York for the wintry 
boulevards of 1930s Paris for this 
Oscar-tipped first foray into family 
films and also the 3D format. 

Hugo might revolve around the 
exploits of a pre-teenage boy and deal 
with themes of childhood innocence 
and the death of a parent, but this 
impeccably-crafted adventure is too 
sophisticated for young audiences. 

Apart from a couple of well- 
orchestrated chases and slapstick 
courtesy of Sacha Baron Cohen with 
a squeaky leg brace, there is little here 
to entertain boys and girls the same 
age as the diminutive hero. 

Indeed, the cumbersome running 
time and slow-paced first half will 
prove a test for parents too, 
especially those without a love for the 
bygone age of cinema, which 
Scorsese indulges in every lustrous 
frame. 

While the narrative has its flaws, 
adapted by screenwriter John Logan 
from Brian Selznick’s bookT/?e 
Invention Of Hugo Cabret, the on¬ 
screen craftsmanship is impeccable, 
from Robert Richardson’s stunning 
cinematography to Dante Ferretti’s 


production design and Sandy 
Powell’s costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how well 
the 3D fits Scorsese’s vision, coming 
to the fore as the camera swoops 
along the concourse of a train station 
or darts between whirring cogs of a 
giant clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Cabret (Asa 
Butterfield) is raised by his father 
(Jude Law), who works at a museum 
and has a passion for cinema and 
mechanical devices. 

The old man dies, leaving behind 
an intricate automaton, and Hugo is 
forced to live secretly in the station 
with his hard-drinking Uncle Claude 


(Ray Winstone), who maintains the 
clocks. 

When the bottle claims Claude’s 
life, Hugo continues to tend the 
clocks while stealing food from the 
shopkeepers without attracting the 
attention of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

An encounter with bookish Isabelle 
(Chloe Grace Moretz), goddaughter of 
toy shop owner Papa Georges (Sir 
Ben Kingsley), catalyses a journey of 
self-discovery that Hugo hopes will 
lead to a message from beyond the 
grave from his father. 

Hugo is high art but our hearts fail 
to skip a beat.

Nature's garlands - all for free 


A S if the rising cost 
of living isn’t 
enough, the price 
of shop-bought Christmas 
decorations can make 
even the most enthusiastic 
fan of the festive season 
think “bah, humbug”. 

Yet there is a way to put the 
natural back into Noel, just by 
taking some clippings from your 
garden and using them to make 
much more subtle decorations 
than you could buy in any shop. 

With this in mind, Gardening 
Which?, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has come 
up with a bundle of ideas on how 
you can make some simple, 
stylish decorations to bring the 
outdoors inside to complement 
your tree, without a shimmer of 
tinsel in sight. 

“The great thing about making 
your own decorations from 
garden material is that you are 
bringing the garden into the 
home and returning to a time 
when things weren’t about the 
flash or the dazzle of Christmas 
but more about natural ways to 
dress the tree,” says Ceri 
Thomas, editor of the magazine. 

Colourful stems, such as 
dogwood and birch, can be 
snipped to make the simplest of 
twig bundles, tied together with 
green garden wire or florists’ 
stub wire and then finished off

with a bow made of a narrow¬ 
leaved evergreen such as libertia 
or miscanthus and then hung 
with a thin strip of raffia. 

“Look in your garden for 
anything with berries, like 
cotoneaster, rowan and 
pyracantha. If you’ve grown 
chillis on the patio or in the 
greenhouse these can also look 
fantastic in natural garlands,” 
says Thomas. 

A natural garland can look so 
much more colourful than any 
amount of beads and is simple to 
make if you have a little 
patience. 

Just thread suitable berries, 
such as rowan (sorbus) and 
cotoneaster onto lengths of 
garden wire, adding chillis if you 
have them, and even perhaps 
cranberries that you may have 
left over after making cranberry 
sauce, and you will soon have a 
garland to hang in the house or 
even around a tree in the garden, 
where you can see it. 

Although the berries will dry 



up indoors, they should last 
throughout the festive season. 
You could alternate them with 
the leaves of evergreens such as 
holly, ivy and euonymus for a 
fuller effect. 

“Plants with evergreen leaves 
such as phormium (New Zealand 
flax) and cordyline are also great 
because you can make star 
shapes from the leaves and use 
pine cones or seed heads in the 
middle,” Thomas adds. 

You’ll need eight New 
Zealand flax leaves for each 
star, cutting four leaves to 
around 18cm in length and four 
slightly shorter. Lay the longer 
leaves out flat so that they 
overlap to make a four-pointed 
star, then staple them together in 
the centre. Lay the shorter leaves 
out to form a cross and staple in 
the centre. Position the cross 
under the star and staple the two 
together. 

Glue your pine cones or seed 
heads in the middle, which will 
hide the staples, and attach wire 
to the centre for fixing or hang 
the star with raffia thread. 

Small larch cones, conkers 
and nuts make a wonderful 
cluster and a great alternative to 
a plastic bauble. Make a tight 
ball of string as a base, about 
golf-ball size, with a loop for 
hanging. Put glue onto the base 
of each cone for a star effect and 
stick them to the ball of string 
until it’s covered. 


STUNNING: natural decorations like these can be made 
for your Christmas tree and cost nothing but a little effort. 


Of course, there are other 
natural decorations which will 
continue the theme. A large 
bunch of gypsophila from the 
florist or even your local 
supermarket can go a long way. 
Cut stems of it and place them 
evenly amid the branches of the 
tree, for a snow effect. 

Your tree will soon look 
stunning - with not a garish 
bauble in sight.

The average price for 
a second-hand car 
between July and 
September was £8,870 
-a 2.4 percent decline 
compared with the 
same period a year ago, 
according to Auto 
Trader. 

It is the first time the 
price has dipped below 
£9,000 since the 
company started 
tracking the market in 
January 2010. 

Almost all regions 
experienced a decline in 
price compared with the 
previous three months, 
while only Scotland (up 
2.8 per cent) and the

September2010.

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Stylish - and practical: 
The Vauxhall Astra GTC 




WE all hanker after sporty 
looking coupes, but don’t 
appreciate the sacrifices they 
require us to make in terms of 
practicality, writes Adam 
Swift. 

Vauxhall has a compelling solution 
with its new Astra GTC - a stylish 
little sports car that offers plenty of 
room to go with the “vroom”. There 
are plenty of cubbyholes and storage 
areas for your gear, while the 380- 
litre boot will swallow serious loads. 
Vauxhall has also managed to offer 
decent headroom in the back - 
normally another coupe weak-spot. 
The driving position is decent, with 
supportive seats and enough 
adjustability to get seriously 
comfortable. 

Quality materials abound, and the 
central console features expensive 
looking plastics, even if it is a little 
over-festooned with buttons. A USB 
socket allows you to plug your iPod 
straight into the stereo. Nifty. 


The GTC gets four turbocharged 
engine options at launch; two 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrols with 
118bhp or 138bhp, a 1.6-litre 
turbocharged petrol with 178bhp, 
and a 2.0-litre turbodiesel with 
163bhp, the latter being the version 
Drive had a play with last weekend. 


Serious petrolheads will also be 
thrilled to hear that a high 
performance VXR version is on the 
cards, with a rampant 300bhp, 
available next year. 

The GTC is in a very competitive 
market niche, with the likes of the 
classy VW Scirocco and the sharp 
Renault Megane Coupe. Vauxhall’s 
new coupe also gets a bespoke 
chassis, specifically tuned for UK 
roads, as UK buyers are expected to 
provide by far the largest demand. 
Vauxhall and Opel engineers have 
conducted much of their pre-launch 
evaluation on UK roads, with their 
diabolical blend of undulations, 
cambers, rough surfaces, blind 
apexes and crests. The theory is if the 
GTC can cope with UK roads, it will 
work well pretty much everywhere 
else. 

Front suspension consists of a 
“HiPerStrut” (High Performance 
Strut), which helps to isolate the 
steering from the effects of engine 
torque, boosting steering precision 


and grip and enhancing ride quality. 
The compact “Watt’s Link” rear 
suspension delivers the benefits of 
multi-link set ups, without their 
weight and space penalties. 

Lecture over. The GTC feels like a 
proper sports coupe to drive, with 
plenty of grip around corners, and 
hardly any body roll to speak of. The 
ride is firm but comfortable enough 
for a performance car, and the 
chassis behaves smoothly and pro¬ 
gressively when pressing on. The 
gearchange is short in throw and 
sweet in execution, and the driving 
position feels spot-on. My only gripe 
is the steering could offer more 
feedback and be a bit sharper to 
respond to driver inputs. 

The options list actually includes a 
“FlexRide” system which adjusts the 
dampers at the touch of a button, 
but the car we had was not thus 
equipped, and provided a good 
enough handling-to-comfort 
compromise straight out of the box. 

I’m not keen on cars with sporty 


pretensions coming equipped with a 
diesel under the bonnet. It’s just 
plain wrong. I don’t find diesel 
engines charismatic in any way. 
Petrol engines tend to be lighter too, 
improving handling. But as diesels 
go the 2.0-CDTi is a good ’un, and as 
quiet and smooth as they come. It 
offers strong performance, 
dispatching with the 0-60mph dash 
in 8.4 seconds, and promising a 
maximum speed of 131mph. A 
combined fuel figure of 58.9mpg and 
C02 emissions of just 127g/km also 
impress. 

The smooth six-speed manual 
transmission offers ratios that are 
stacked close enough together to 
keep you in the powerband, while 
long enough apart to provide leggy 
cruising at low engine speeds on the 
motorway. 

Stylish yet surprisingly practical, 
and a real cracker to drive, the Astra 
GTC is a fine effort from Vauxhall. It 
is on sale now at Marshall Vauxhall of 
Ely.
